$450-million project be 
funded with $ioo million 
from the Katz Group, $125 
million from the city, $125 
million from a ticket tax 
and $100 million from the 
province.

n’t say. 

“Given Mr. Katz’s dead¬ 
line and, 1 think, council’s

Mini-labs in ambulances 
could save heart patients 


City ambulances will be¬ 
come labs on wheels, 
thanks to a pilot project 
for heart patients. 

The project, known as 
PROACT (providing rapid 
out-of-hospital acute car¬ 
diovascular treatment) will 
see cardiologists, physi¬ 
cians and paramedics col¬ 
laborate to detect a 
patient’s heart-failure risk 
earlier by drawing blood 


before they reach hospital. 

“The longer one waits to 
be cared for, the more 
muscle damage that’s like¬ 
ly to occur and the greater 
the threat to life and the 
future quality of life,” said 
Dr. Paul Armstrong, the 
team leader. 

The University Hospital 
Foundation is funding the 
$225,000 project.

A city survey of 400 
residents found that 
80 per cent agreed with 
the idea, although more 
were in favour of public 
education as opposed to a 
regulatory approach 
through enforcement and 
fines. 

Specific bylaw amend¬ 
ments will be brought to 
a council committee, 
along with plans for pub¬ 
lic education.

“He was a frail, lifeless 
body,” Airhart said from 
the Calgary witness stand.

He is charged with 
aggravated assault, unlaw¬ 
ful confinement and sexu¬ 
al assault. He has pleaded 
not guilty.

O Saudi woman sentenced for defying ban on females behind the wheel 


A Saudi woman was sen¬ 
tenced yesterday to be 
lashed 10 times with a 
whip for defying the king¬ 
dom’s prohibition on fe¬ 
male drivers. 

It’s the first time a legal 
punishment has been 
handed down for a viola¬ 
tion of the longtime ban in 
the ultraconservative Mus¬ 
lim nation. 

Normally, police just 
stop female drivers, ques¬ 


tion them and let them go 
after they sign a pledge not 
to drive again. 

But dozens of women 
have taken to the roads 
since June in a campaign 
to break the taboo. 

The sentence came two 
days after King Abdullah 
promised to protect 
women’s rights and de¬ 
creed women would be al¬ 
lowed to participate in 
2015 municipal elections. 


Activists see the sen¬ 
tence as a retaliation of 
sorts from the hard-line 
Saudi religious establish¬ 
ment that controls the 
courts and oversees the in¬ 
trusive religious police. 

The driver, Shaima Jas- 
taina, in her 30s, was 
found guilty of driving 
without permission, ac¬ 
tivist Samar Badawi said. 

The punishment is usu¬ 
ally carried out within a 


month. It was not possible 
to reach Jastaina, but 
Badawi, in touch with Jas¬ 
taina’s family, said she ap¬ 
pealed the verdict. 

Saudi Arabia is the only 
country that bans women, 
both Saudi and foreign, 
from driving. 

There are no written 
laws. Rather, the ban is 
rooted in conservative tra¬ 
ditions.

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Housing market cooling: Report 

O Consumer caution spilling over into real-estate sales O House prices 
expected to level off over the next couple of years, Scotiabank says 


Canada’s housing market 
stands out globally for its 
strength, but economic 
uncertainty and weaker 
consumer confidence 
could deter new buyers, a 
Scotia Economics report 
says. 

It says Canada’s housing 
market is notable for its 
“resilience and longevity.” 

But even though Cana¬ 
dian real-estate prices 
were up five per cent year 


over year in the April to 
June period, they started 
to level out in July and Au¬ 
gust, Adrienne Warren, a 
Scotiabank senior econo¬ 
mist, said yesterday. 

“I think the other factor 
we’ve seen in the slowing 
and softening of prices just 
reflects the fact that the 
housing market itself has 
become fairly balanced be¬ 
tween the number of buy¬ 
ers and sellers out there,” 


she said. 

“If an 3 fthing, I think the 
cooling off in prices is posi¬ 
tive for longer-term afford¬ 
ability for buyers.” 

While interest rates are 
expected to remain low for 
some time, the Canadian 
economy is showing signs 
of losing some momen¬ 
tum, a factor that would 
affect house purchases.

Alone time important: 
Facebook co-founder 


One of the founders of 
Facebook says that even 
he needs a break from so¬ 
cial media from time to 
time.

Hughes was among the 
small group of Harvard 
students who helped Mark 
Zuckerberg found Face- 


book in 2004. He also 
served as head of online 
organizing for Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s 2008 presidential 
campaign. 

These two achieve¬ 
ments alone are likely to 
secure him a key spot in 
the modern history of the 
Internet, never mind an es¬ 
timated net worth of $700 
million. 

But Hughes also de¬ 
scribed the limits of social 
media, noting the inherent 
tension between connec¬ 
tivity and privacy. 

“Most of the time I don’t 
want all of my friends 
knowing exactly where I 
am at every moment and 
exactly what I’m doing,” 
he said.

Selling a cancer comedy

Seth Rogen knew that with 
50/50, he had an important 
and entertaining stoiy to 
tell — his Mend (and 
screenwriter) Will Reiser’s 
battle with a cancer diagno¬ 
sis at the age of 25. But he 
also knew it was going to be 
a tough sell. 

So here’s how Rogen, 
who produced the film and 
co-stars in it with Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt, went about 
bringing a “cancer comedy” 
to theatres. 

Don't fear the C-word. 

“The first decision you 
have to make is to not shy 
away from what the 
movie’s about. 1 think you 
have to let people know 
it’s about cancer and then 
let them know that it’s not 
f—ing miserable to watch, 
and that was kind of our 
entire goal with the mar¬ 
keting, was to really repre¬ 
sent what the movie is and 
really let them know that 
it’s honest and what it’s 
about and that it’s going to 
be a veiy truthful experi¬ 
ence but at the same time 
it’s fimny and it’s ultimate¬ 
ly an enjoyable experi¬ 
ence.” 


But don't put the 
C-word in the title. 

“We’re not stupid. We 
know a title like I’m with 
Cancer is repellent to some 
people. 1 liked it, but some¬ 
thing you have to acknowl¬ 
edge being a filmmaker 
who wants people to see 
his movies is that what you 
like and what you know 
other people are going to 
like are two vastly different 
things at times. We 
thought it was stupid to go 
through great lengths to 
make a movie that was re¬ 


ally accessible and enjoy¬ 
able and crowd-pleasing 
and then give it a title that 
would potentially alienate 
most of the people who 
wanted to go see it.” 

Find a new title — from 
wherever you can. 

“It’s hard to think of a f— 
ing title. We literally had a 
box on set that crew mem¬ 
bers put suggestions in. We 
offered, like, thousands of 
dollars if you could think 
of a title. And 1 don’t think 
50/50 was any of those ti¬ 


tles. 1 don’t know who 
came up with it ultimately. 
No one got the prize mon¬ 
ey. One guy on the crew 
put in like 50 names, and 
so 1 think we ended up giv¬ 
ing him a couple hundred 
bucks. 50/50 is a fine title, 
you know, 1 get it. It’s a ti¬ 
tle that doesn’t repel you 
from the movie, which for 
a movie like this is huge.” 

Aim for as large an 
audience as possible. 

“I’ve got to be honest. I’m 
not the kind of guy that 


goes and sees little inde¬ 
pendent movies. It’s just 
not the t 5 Apes of movies 1 go 
see. 1 go see big commer¬ 
cial movies, generally 
speaking. 1 honestly don’t 
think a movie has to be 
built for a small audience 
in order to be creatively 
worthwhile. 1 think that 
you should be able to take 
an idea and make it in a 
way that everyone under¬ 
stands. To me, that’s what 
art is — taking a feeling 
and articulating it to peo¬ 
ple, you know?”

poignant and funny. 

Here are some other in¬ 
spirational films about can¬ 
cer. The Teny Fox Stoiy, the 
1983 HBO biopic of the can¬ 
cer research activist and his 
Marathon of Hope, was 
shown in theatres in Cana¬ 
da and Britain, but was the 
first television film ever 
made for a cable network 


in the United States. 

Starring Eric Fiyer, an 
amputee who, like Fox, lost 
a leg to cancer, the movie 
details Fox’s goal to raise 
one dollar from eveiy Cana¬ 
dian and create awareness 
of cancer issues. 

Also based on real life is 
The Doctor, a 1991 film 
starring William Hurt as a 
physician who becomes 
more compassionate after 
he is diagnosed with throat 
cancer. Based on the book A 
Taste of My Own Medicine: 
When the Doctor Becomes 
the Patient by Dr. Ed Rosen¬ 
baum, the movie co-stars 
Christine Lahti, Mandy 
Patinkin and Adam Arkin, 
all of whom also played 
doctors on Chicago Hope. 

Other films show the dif¬ 
ferent ways people react to 
a cancer diagnosis. In My 
Life Without Me Sarah Pol- 
ley plays a 23-year-old 
mother of two diagnosed 
with a terminal endometri¬ 
al cancer. Choosing to keep 
the news to herself, she 
makes a secret list of all the

O Majestic views of the coastal mountains await kayakers in Desolation Sound, B.C. 


Desolation Sound Marine 
Park, on the Sunshine 
Coast 170 kilometres 
north of Vancouver, winds 
its way around the twisted 
shoreline. The park, estab¬ 
lished almost 40 years ago, 
is the largest marine park 
in B.C. and a popular desti¬ 
nation for boaters and 
kayakers. 

From the water, the ma¬ 
jestic coastal mountains 
rise up abruptly from sea 
level to more than 2,400 
metres, high enough to 
provide a stunning snow¬ 
capped backdrop for pad- 
dlers and to help them stay 
cool on even the hottest of 
days. 

According to legend, it 
was Capt. George Vancou¬ 
ver who dubbed the area 
Desolation Sound after his 
first voyage here in 1792, 
struck as he was by the re¬ 
mote and forbidding land¬ 
scape. 

But the stunning beauty 
of the place — not to men¬ 
tion some rather signifi¬ 
cant improvements in 
access, gear and facilities 
— mean it’s an54hing but 
desolate now. 

At times during the 
peak season, the biggest 
problem kayakers and 
boaters might experience 
is finding a place to pitch a 
tent. 

After setting out from 
the small town of Lund, 
you can paddle to a provin¬ 
cial campsite on the 
Copeland Islands in Thulin 
Passage, a serene spot only 
about an hour’s kayak 
away.

Horrible bosses can be 
psychos, too: Study

Do you hate your boss? 
Does their vileness go be¬ 
yond them passing your 
work off as their own or 
making you deal with 
their dirty laundry? 

Paul Babiak, psycholo¬ 
gist and co-author of 
Snakes in Suits: When Psy¬ 
chopaths Go to Work, ana¬ 
lyzed the personality traits 
of over 200 corporate pro¬ 
fessionals across America. 

He used the standard 
Psychopathy Checklist de¬ 
veloped by co-author 
Robert Hare from Universi¬ 
ty of British Columbia. He 
found that four per cent of 
them exceeded or reached 
the cut off point for psy¬ 
chopathy — that’s an aver¬ 
age of one in 25 people. 

Although psychos are 
weak on paper (poor per¬ 
formance appraisals), Babi¬ 
ak suggests that they 
thrive in the corporate 
world thanks to their abili¬ 
ty to convince upper man¬ 
agement of their 
strengths. 

“Psychopaths always 
make a good first impres¬ 
sion. They are both charm¬ 
ing and grandiose. In 
reality, they have low man¬ 
agerial skills and have zero 
loyalty to their company 
or profession. All they care 
about is themselves,” he 
explained to Metro. 

In short, psychopaths 
hide behind a beautiful 
mask. They come across as 
charismatic leaders but un¬ 
derneath there’s nothing 
but a hollow core. They 
don’t express feelings and 
show no remorse or guilt, 
Babiak believes. 

Studies have shown 
them to have difficulty in 
understanding the true na¬ 
ture of feeling, explaining 
their emotional poverty 
and acute insensitiveness. 

Half of Babiak’s maniac 
clients have come from 
the financial service indus¬ 



try. Could the desire for 
money be meddling with 
the mind? Babiak thinks 
psychopaths live a para¬ 
sitic lifestyle. 

“They’re parasitic preda¬ 
tors, opportunists that 
latch on to people like par¬ 
asites and suck out their 
resources. They seek an 
easy way to live life so are 
naturally attracted to 
where the money is: finan¬ 
cial business.” 

Physical mannerisms 
can betray a psychopath’s 
true self. 

“Research has shown 
they tend to have an un¬ 
healthy relationship with 
alcohol, known as ‘co-mor¬ 
bidity.’ You may also of 
heard of the intense psy¬ 
chopathic stare, a blank 
glare devoid of emotion,” 
Babiak adds. 

Don’t fret. We’re not 
saying all bosses are on a 
mission to make your life 
miserable. Some of you 
may immediately jump to 
the conclusion your boss is 
a psycho because ultimate¬ 
ly, we love sticking labels 
on just about everything in 
life. 

Psychopath or just plain 
cruel, whatever you do, 
don’t unleash your boss-re¬ 
lated frustration via Face- 
book feed or tweet your 
tears. 

You only risk getting 
fired and you can wave 
goodbye to that severance 
pay.

told him that because of 
his disability it would be 
too hard for him to work 
a long shift as he could 
not stand that long. 

But Johnson didn’t 
have a disability. He was 
overweight. Believing 
that this amounted to dis¬ 
crimination, Johnson 
filed a human rights com¬ 
plaint. 


He testified at the re¬ 
cent hearing that he had 
weight problems when 
he was hired and had 
gained weight over the 
course of his employ¬ 
ment. 

However, he had never 
submitted a request for 
accommodation and did 
not believe that his 
weight negatively affect¬ 


ed his ability to carry out 
the duties of his job. 

The core issue was that 
Johnson’s employer be¬ 
lieved that he had a phys¬ 
ical disability, and treated 
him negatively because of 
it. 

Human Rights legisla¬ 
tion across the country 
protects not only against 
actual disabilities, but al¬ 


so perceived ones. 

This means that all 
Johnson had to prove was 
that his employer per¬ 
ceived him to have a 
physical disability and 
treated him differently as 
a result. 

In this case, Johnson’s 
employer told him flat 
out that he was not being 
offered work because of

The JCW also 
comes with an aero kit, Brembo-brand brakes, 
distinctive alloy wheels and a fancier interior. 


Not your average roof 

The Coupe’s signature design piece and easily the 
most controversial is its helmet-look roof that, for 
added emphasis, is painted in a contrasting colour. 

The shape appears somewhat jarring and for 
many viewers will likely remain so. However there’s 
no den 3 dng the lid is a truly audacious feature that 
will cause people to stare wherever the Coupe goes. 
Edgy shapes such as this odd-looking top take guts 
to put it into production and the sculptors (and 
their bosses) at Mini are clearly risk takers. 


Active spoiler 

In place of the squared-off liftgate on regular 
Minis, the Coupe features a large hatchback 
that opens very wide and very high to 
accommodate a reasonable amount of cargo. 

Built into the edge of the cargo door is an 
active spoiler (with manual override) that 
automatically extends whenever the Coupe 
exceeds 80 km/h. The wing isn’t just a deco¬ 
rative adornment, as Mini claims it applies 
up to 40 kilograms of downforce.

People who consider Mini 
a niche brand will under¬ 
stand why the all-new 
Coupe was created. 

This sporty two-seater is 
a rolling fashion statement 
that dares to thumb its 
nose at practicality and 
convention. 


It’s a car you would 
wear like an Armani suit or 
Vera Wang dress, which is 
for the label as much as 
the look and definitely not 
for eveiyday use. 

As Minis go, the Coupe 
is the Mini-est. In the mar¬ 
que’s storied 50-year-plus 
histoiy it has never built a 
two-seat model, much less 
a model that shuns the 


squared-off look in favour 
of a rounded roofline. 

Still, the car appears 
eveiy inch a Mini, especial¬ 
ly the lower body that 
looks as if it was lifted 
from the classic-Mini pro¬ 
duction line. 

In fact, the car’s basic 
proportions — length, 
width and distance be¬ 
tween the front and rear 


wheels — are similar to the 
current two-door Mini 
Cooper. 

It likely didn’t make any 
sense to reduce these val¬ 
ues since the Mini is al¬ 
ready mini enough and 
most owners only rarely 
use the rear-seat as a pas¬ 
senger repositoiy. The only 
key value that has shrunk 
is the height, due to the 


Coupe’s less upright wind¬ 
shield. 

Coupe pricing begins at 
about $25,000, which is 
about $1,500 more than a 
base hardtop. But as any 
fashionista knows, you pay 
more for trendy bespoke 
attire than for off-the-rack. 

For the no-boundaries 
adventurous, your Coupe 
carriage awaits.

owner doesn’t hear about 
it, did the abuse really hap¬ 
pen? I say no. You’re actual¬ 
ly doing the owner a favour 
by deciding it didn’t 
happen. Consider how 
awkward you would make 
them feel, if they had to 
ask you for monetaiy com¬ 
pensation? 

Because cars can’t talk 
back, they can take a fair 
amount of mild abuse, be¬ 
fore they are forced to 
retaliate somehow. Leaving 
the parking brake on is a 
fairly common and mild in¬ 


discretion. So is turning the 
engine on when it is 
already on. You get that 
wild screech, to remind

Not sa 3 dng it’s you, but 
there are owners out there 
who haven’t changed their 
vehicle’s engine oil or air 
filter since the Federal Lib¬ 
erals were in power. 


And I’ve seen more than 
one owner driving around 
with their Check Engine 
light on, like it was just 
there as a suggestion, and 
not really a call to action. 

If you’re one of those 
people, take heed of what 
happened to stand-up 
comedian Dobie Maxwell: 
“My Check Engine light 
came on today. But I could¬ 
n’t check it; there was too 
much smoke. Then the 
Game Over light came on. I 
hadn’t seen that one 
before.”

To check it, remove 
the small cap on the tire’s 
valve stem, press the gauge 
firmly onto it, and then 
check the number on the 
gauge. Add air at a service 
station if the tire is low. 

Gauge accuracy can 
sometimes be problematic. 


Mastracchio says, especially 
if the gauge is old or has 
been dropped. 

“Have one that you use 
as a reference, and another 
that you use to check the 
pressure,” he says.

While your car’s contact 
with the road is through 
the tread of its tires, your 
vehicle is actually riding on 
the cushion of air inside 
them. The pressure in your 
tires is of vital importance: 
for starters, it’s what keeps 
your tires on their rims. 

“The bead is the part of 
the tire that holds the tire 
on the wheel,” says Orazio 
Mastracchio, quality prod¬ 
uct manager for Canada at 
Pirelli Tire. 

“There is a groove in the 
wheel, which is called a 
hump. Once the tire is in- 
fiated, the bead sits in the 
hump, keeping the air in 
the tire hermetically 
sealed.” 

A tire has to be extreme¬ 
ly low on air before it sepa¬ 
rates from the rim, but 
even a few pounds of pres¬ 
sure too low or high can be 
detrimental. If a tire is low, 
it creates more rolling re¬ 
sistance, which in turn 
wastes fuel — as much as 
two weeks’ worth over the 
course of a year. The tire al¬ 
so runs hotter, which can 
reduce its lifespan. If the 
pressure is too high, the 
tire will wear unevenly and 
produce a harsher ride. 
Both over- and under-inflat¬ 


ed tires can also affect the 
car’s steering, braking and 
stability control. 

Many cars now have tire 
pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tems, which continuously 
measure each tire’s pres¬ 
sure electronically and 
fiash a warning if one gets 
too low. However, these are 
primarily for safety and on¬ 
ly notify you when a tire is 
25 per cent below its rec¬ 
ommended level. You could 
still be wasting fuel due to 
a tire that’s low on air but 
not enough to trigger the 
warning. 

Tire pressure should be 
checked once a month, 
Mastracchio says, and be¬ 
fore leaving on long trips, 
when carrying heavy loads, 
or when towing a trailer. 
Tire gauges are inexpen¬ 
sive and can help save you 
considerably on your fuel 
bills. 

The recommended pres¬ 
sure varies by vehicle and 
tire. It’s found in the own-

Engine 

Galant offered up 
both a 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder or a 3.8-litre V-6 with 160 
or 230 horsepower, respectively. 
Later in the Galant’s life, a sporty 
Ralliart version was offered with a 
258-hp version of the V-6. 



What owners like 

Spaciousness, a comfortable 
ride, unique styling and easy-to- 
use controls are among the Galant’s most 
highly-rated attributes. Some owners also 
report low maintenance costs and reason¬ 
able gas mileage with the four-cylinder. 
Overall value for the money is rated highly. 



What owners 
dislike 

Many Galant drivers call the 
four-cylinder noisy and underpowered, 
and others wish that the gear-shift con¬ 
sole would light up at night. A quieter 
ride and more exciting interior styling 
are also on the wish-lists of many. 



Common issues 

A “scan” by a Mitsubishi 
trained technician can re¬ 
veal any sensor or comput¬ 
er-related issues, including 
problems with emission 
control sensors and oxygen 
sensors, which could be 
pricey to replace. 

Note that a rattling 
sound from under the hood 
or under the car could be 
caused by a loose heat 
shield, and that a scraping 
or “ratthng” sound in the 
steering column could be 
caused by a loose part of 
the turn-signal cancel 
mechanism. 

Verdict 

The Galant seems pleasant¬ 
ly free of large, systematic 
or worrisome problems. 
Combined with the excel¬ 
lent factory powertrain 
warranty (10 years or 
160,000 kilometres), it’s a 
sedan that most shoppers 
could buy with confidence.
